War Production Board 


The following items may deserve calling attention 
to: 


The Directive No. covering conservation 
reinforcing steel for buildings was issued October 
(as mentioned the November and 
originally had deadline December This was 
extended, because delay printing the specifica- 
tions, until January should noted that this 
order now effect. 

newly developed grade Douglas fir plywood 
known “Hutment,” has been designed for substi- 
tute use the exterior temporary military hous- 
ing only, under the provisions Limitation Order 
L-150-b, issued December 22, 1942. 

The War Production Board announced Jan- 
uary that considerable saving both time and 
money the part applicants for substantial con- 
struction projects can often effected using the 
preliminary service the Materials Control Branch 
the Construction Bureau W.P.B. Architects 


who have preliminary drawings and approximate 
lists materials available may consult W.P.B. be- 
fore making final drawings and before submitting 
formal application for beginning construction. For 
projects sponsored Federal, State, County, Mu- 
nicipal, and other Government agencies, inquiries 
should directed Maury Maverick, Director, 
Governmental Division, War Production Board, 
Temporary “E” Building, Washington, For 
all other projects, inquiries should directed the 
Materials Control Branch, Construction Bureau, 
54th Floor, Empire State Building, New York, 
the Architectural and Codes Section, Specifications 
Branch, Conservation Division, 8th Floor, Washing- 
ton Gas Light Company Building, 11th and Sts., 

W.P.B. announced January 11, 1943 that 
blanket preference rating AA-3 assigned for 
most the war housing projects programmed 
the National Housing Agency. ‘Those interested 
should look into the details this announcement, 
which includes up-rating existing projects.

Salaries will range 
from $2,000 per year not over $6,500, except 
special instances.

the recent meeting The Board Directors 
The Institute held Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania, the report The Judiciary Committee was 
considered—relative charges unprofessional 
conduct brought against Andrew Fraser, 
assigned the South Texas Chapter, for alleged 
participation competitive fee bidding program 
advanced the Board Control the State 
Texas for securing architectural services 
reduced fee. 

The Judiciary Committee found that the accused 
member did not bid the work reduced fee 
basis; and that had submitted proper fee, with 
statement competence and experience. 

Therefore, The Judiciary Committee found the 
accused member not guilty the charges unpro- 
fessional conduct stated the charge. 

The Board concurred these findings, exonerated 


Andrew Fraser the charges unprofessional con- 
duct, and has advised the parties interest. 


During its deliberations this case the members 
The Board were unanimously the opinion that 
the method used the Board Control the 
State Texas this case for the selection 
architect was inimical sound professional rela- 
tionships among architects, contrary the best inter- 
ests the profession, and should vigorously pro- 
tested whenever proposed. This opinion was 
full support the position the four Texas Chap- 
ters The Institute and The Texas Society 
Architects.

The Architect Civilian Protection 
EARLY three years have elapsed since mem- 


bers The American Institute Architects 
began inform themselves the effects bomb- 
ing abroad and what was being done protect 
the civilian population. New England architects 
were first the field, with New York and Wash- 
ington groups following closely, the latter having 
met almost fortnightly for period over two 
years. For expressing his views the need 
such preparation article the July, 1941, 
entitled “It Can’t Happen Here—but 
Suppose Does,” the then chairman the Wash- 
ington committee, Horace Peaslee, was promptly 
put the spot chairman the national com- 
mittee the architects. this capacity, organ- 
ized groups Institute chapters and state associa- 
tions and their subdivisions, whom fur- 
nished abstracts applicable foreign material and 
publications issued the Office Civilian 
Defense. 

Other professions were likewise work, prepar- 
ing themselves service studying the latest 
techniques attack and defense that they could 
deal intelligently with the subject. The need 
coordinated efforts became obvious everyone 


concerned that June, 1942, representatives 
several technical groups met with General Grant, 
the newly appointed Assistant Director 0.C.D. and 
head its technical operations, discuss ways 


_and means, 


Following this joint session, there appeared 
complete let down activity, perhaps due 
feeling that nothing would done about the pro- 
posal the technical men. Communications ceased 
committee activities lagged; and even the chairman 
appeared have disappeared. Then came rumors, 
followed letters from General Grant (whom 
salute long-time Honorary Member) advising 
that new technical arm had been authorized 
the development which the cooperation the 
technical professions was invited. With this an- 
nouncement came copies two official communica- 
tions, “Operations Letters and 94,” signed 
Director Landis and addressed the 0.C.D. Regional 
Directors, reporting the establishment head 
Technical Board Washington and calling upon 
regional, state, and major municipal defense coun- 
cils establish Auxiliary Technical Service, each 
include the following branches: 

technical organization various capacities 
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under executive steering nucleus—a Tech- 
nical Advisory Committee the ablest men, 
locally available, their respective fields. 


Technical Assistant, “outstanding pro- 
fessional engineer architect” whose part 
assimilate and disseminate technical infor- 
mation protection needed local men 
for local problems. 


Technical Intelligence Units, wherever there 
are potential targets inviting attack, make 
exact surveys bomb damage structure, 
sanitary facilities and personnel and for com- 
parative analysis central agency detect 
any methods requiring counter 
measures, each include five pre-qualified 
technical specialists— 

chief, preferably architect engi- 
neer two assistants, with practical ex- 
perience building construction 

competent medical observer; and 
qualified sanitary engineer. 


Here program offering far greater opportun- 
ities for service than the professions had any expec- 
tations achieving. particularly important 
that calls attention the important part the 
building industry group may play, both now and 
later on. The organization projected, properly 
developed, will prepare the allied professions for 
teamwork emergency (which all hope will 
not materialize) and for organized effort 
continue the post-war world the study civilian 
defense which many feel should not 
stopped upon the cessation hostilities. 

All this indicates that the situation year 
ago completely reversed. service which the 
professions were seeking render now being 
sought from them officials who know and appre- 
ciate the type service which the technical profes- 
sions alone are equipped render, and here 
might add that the long-lost chairman the archi- 
tects’ committee, who worked accomplish these 
ends for all the professions concerned, reappears 
0.C.D. secretary its new Technical Board with 
special assignment promote working relationships 
with these professions the establishment the 
nationwide Technical Auxiliary. 

The official organization proceeding from the 
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top downward—from regions states. hoped 
that the professions will meet fully half way— 
working from the bottom up, joining forces for 
any other large interprofessional undertaking, mak- 
ing joint contacts with their defense councils, urging 
prompt action bringing the authorized organiza- 
tion into being, and seeing that only technically 
qualified and willing-to-work men are appointed. 

Within The Institute, the first step check 
the committee and contact organization replac- 
ing those men who have gone into service and those 
who haven’t had the time interest function 
properly regional sub-chairmen organizing 
contacts for local study groups. some official 
communications containing material value these 
study groups have been returned undelivered and 
other addressees have never been heard from, 
complete check-up the committee organization 
essential. will speed action chapter 
presidents, secretaries, “live” contacts will advise 
the new chairman immediately airmail wire 
the readiness their group for participation 
that may arrange for mailings latest tech- 
nical data and copies the Operations Letters men- 
tioned. particularly important that names and 
addresses new contact men furnished. 

For over year, fought for recognition and 
chance help; now have invitation and 
opportunity organize really effective technical 
machine. Your new chairman pledges that will 
give you all that you will take.

The impact the restrictive regulations govern- 
ing the availability and use certain materials, 
essential both construction and the instruments 
war, has presented many problems the producers 
building materials, appliances, and equipment 
which have called for the intensification research 
and the exercise inventive ingenuity. 

The presentations Bulletin No. reveal both 
the effects war restrictions, and developments and 
advances which give promise unlimited possi- 
bilities for the future, when war-time regulations 
longer apply and the results current research and 
inventive genius can fully realized. 

Glass Products: the field glass production 
flat glass has taken added decorative and utili- 
tarian properties and longer confined simple 
window and store front glazing. 

Illumination, and insulation against sound, heat, 
and cold, may controlled layers glass be- 
tween which sealed layer spun glass, while 
two more layers factory sealed glass provide 
insulating air spaces which avoid fogging and main- 
tain clear vision temperature extremes.

Improved glazing materials and meth- 
ods application provide weather tight glazing 
for wood sash, and efficient sash balances eliminate 
bulky weight boxes and moving weights which add 
cost and increase the danger air infiltration. 

Cement Flooring: White cement flooring, for 
industrial use, provides effective over-all reflect- 
ing surface which greatly increases the general 
illumination and promotes cleanliness and safety. 

Insulation: The requirements for fuel 
vation emphasize the value full wall and ceiling 


insulation, weatherstripping, calking joints around 
window and door openings, and storm sash. 

Heating: Developments single pipe, mechan- 
ically circulated hot water heating, provide econo- 
mies material, installation, and fuel, while simple 
automatic control prevents over-heating and adjusts 
heat output direct proportion need. 

The control heat distribution buildings and 
plants may arranged floors zoned areas. 

Plumbing: Improved design and construction pro- 
vide new compactness, greater strength, faster heat 
absorption, and higher efficiency gas water heaters 
and boilers for structures from the smallest home 
the largest building, cantonment, industrial plant. 

Plumbing fixture trimmings which conserve crit- 
ical materials still provide essential working parts 
non-ferrous metals necessary for efficient opera- 
tion. 

Privacy without using doors, hardware, critical 
metals, provided for commercial and industrial 
installations novel planning arrangement 
standardized toilet units marble. 

Welding: The construction metal sinks and 
cabinet tops, separate units and combined 
form, has been strengthened the use welding 
technics. 

Structural Steel: Structural members light 
weight strip steel provide economies weight, 
shipping space and transportation charges, and im- 
proved construction methods point the way 
expanded usefulness for many types structures, 
especially housing, the post-war period. 

Lumber Treatment: Advances the treatment 
lumber resist decay and insect attack and 
render more fire resistant will expand the useful- 
ness this material beyond the war emergency. 

Wood Doors: Prefabricated stressed-covered ply- 
wood, pressure glued specially designed wood 
frames represents new development the manu- 
facture vertical and sliding wood doors, for the 
smallest industrial opening the largest hangar 
entrance.

Rhode Island Chapter Headquarters: 


The Rhode Island Chapter has rented 
historic building known Shakespeare’s Head 
located Meeting Street, Providence, which 
will equip library. 

The building, three stories high with large 
chimney rising from the center the hipped roof, 
was erected 1769 John Carter, former ap- 
prentice the printing office Benjamin Franklin 
Philadelphia. Carter came Providence 1767 
take over the publication the “Providence 
Gazette,” established William Goddard 1762, 
and married Amey Crawford 1769. 1772 
was appointed postmaster.

After erecting the building Meeting Street 
(then known Gaol lane) Carter and his bride 
resided the upper stories. first floor was 
used for the printing office, the post office, and 
book shop. head Shakespeare post front 
the building symbolized the literary treasures 
found within. 

After Carter’s death 1814 the building con- 
tinued residence, but the quality its occupants 
waned the march progress during the next 
century effected change the character the 
neighborhood. 1937 its condition had descended 
such state disrepair that was condemned 
the inspector buildings. that point group 
citizens organized and incorporated Shakespeare’s 
Head Association, purchased the property and 
effected its restoration. The large yard the rear 
was taken over the Rhode Island Federation 
Garden Clubs who, after removing generations 
ashes and other debris, disclosed terrace walls and 
other fragments Mistress Carter’s garden, which 
subsequently was restored. 

The first story the building occupied the 
Providence Council Girl Scouts. The architects’ 
library the second floor front, flanked the 
other side the winding stairway hall the 
Shakespeare’s Head Association room, restored the 
Society Colonial Dames. The Association pro- 
poses establish museum printing the large 
second story room the rear.
